In the past, 
this has lec to administrative complications, such as, the one-twelfth 
timitation on obligations, and has always produced a certain amount 
of confusion as to where we stood on our operational program. 


2, This year we intend to change past procedures enough to 
=} give every component a temporary allotment as of 1 July 1970; 
(>) eliminate the one-twelfth limitation thereby allowing all com- 
ponents to operate on a normal obligational pattern; and (c) provide 
iramediate Agency-wide financial control which will both protect 
Sainst over-obligation before the appropriation is available and 
provice normal fiexibility for subsequent program changes.
